In many of tha Latin countriaa, Lant 
la pracadad by MardI Qraa, which maana 
“Fat Tuaaday" and carnivals dariva its 
maaning from tha word “flash.” Hanca, 
thara Is much marry-making and faasting 
bafora tha sombar parlod of Lant bagins. 

For this raason, many foal that tha Lantan 
saaaon la tha most abused of all tha 
Christian seasons. 

For soma It has become a period of 
axcassivo Introspection, empty ab- 
atlnanco from tidbits of affluence and 
tha anloymant of tha gloom of salf-danlal. 
But this does not have to be. 

Instead, Lant can be a time of turning 
toward Qod and one’s fellow human be¬ 
ings. At Its best. Lent can be a time ol 
taking something on, rather than giving 
something up. It can mean reading a book 
you’ve always meant to read, ramambar- 
Ing to do something for a friend or neigh¬ 
bor, or perhaps following through on a re¬ 
solve to be more faithful In attending wor¬ 
ship. 

Most churches across the land Join 
hands across denominational lines to take 
up a special offering to feed the poor, 
bring relief to tha suffering, and hope to 
underdeveloped areas of tha world. Money 
from this special offering Is set aside for 
victims of disasters such as earthquakes, 
for those In Isnds hit by drought and 
famine and for those who need assistance 
with agriculture ad self-help projects. 

People of all ages are urged to give, 
remembering the words of Jesus, "as you 
have done it to one of the least of these 
My brothers and sisters, you have done it 
to Me.” 

Always the Lenten season calls 
Christians to reflect and act upon their 
baptismal vows and upon the life and 
death of Jesus. It is a time to ask the 
hard questions — How does Jesus’ death 
relate to Qod’s purpose? Why is there so 
much suffering In the world? Why do I 
have to suffer? 

The gospel writers tell us that Jesus 
purposefully “set His face toward Jeru¬ 
salem” knowing full well that He was 
going there to die. For Jesus knew that 
there can be no Resurrection, no new life 
without death.

Now that the IRA season is bearing down 
on us, maybe we had better get out of the 
way or try and understand this thing. /IRA 
means Individual Retirement account, born 
when Congress in its wisdom intended giving 
us a means of preparing for our own retire¬ 
ments. What this bodes for Social Security, 
considering a federal budget which must now 
by law be balanced, does not take financial 
wizard T. B. Pickens to decipher. 

So it’s wise to do it yourscll and get the 
highest return consistent with the degree of 
safely you’re easy with. A self-directed IRA 
means you call Ihc shots yourself, as risky as 
you want. IRAs chunked into treasury bonds, 
cr Ginnie Maes, or a raft of other insured 
or federal instruments, are safe as home in 
bed (canyon flash floods excepted) and the 
yields may surprise you compared to some 
other rales at walk-ins, free calendar or no. 

You put in $2000 each per year, $4000 
if both helpmates work. $2250 if one doesn’t, 
anytime during the year until April 15 of the 
following year, it’s best to write the check 
early, since it earns more. The idea is lax 
deferral, not tax elimination. When you start 
using it by law between age 59'/j and TO'/i, 
you pay ordinary income rates. But if you 
use some before 59'/j, there’s a 10% penalty. 

After your IRA is 5 to 8 years old, 
though, it yields more after taxes than a com¬ 
parable taxable investment even after the penal¬ 
ly. And you can fund the thing with borrowed 
money, unlike tax-exempts. ‘‘We is confronted 
with insurmountable opptirtuniiics” — Pogo 
(Wall Kelly). 

If you decide you blew it, in a year 
you have 60 days to move it somewhere else, 
and if basic financial conditions or your con¬ 
ditions change, you probably should. ‘‘The 
only ones in town who haver change their 
minds are in asylums or cemeteries” — Geo.

Tips from Internal Revenue... 


Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice encourages taxpay¬ 
ers to round off cents 
to the nearest dollar 
when figuring their Fed¬ 
eral income taxes. The 
advantage is that taxpay¬ 
ers are likely to make 
fewer math errors since 
they will have fewer fig¬ 
ures to work with and 
compute. 

If one item is round¬ 
ed on the return, all 
amounts must be round¬ 
ed off consistently. 


Amounts under SOC 
should be dropped and 
amounts 50® to 99® 
should be increased to 
the next higher dollar. 
For example, $1.49 be¬ 
comes $1 and $2.59 be¬ 
comes $3. Those who do 
not enjoy working with 
figures will find round¬ 
ing off is a lot faster 
and easier. 

Simple errors that can 
cause a delay in the pro¬ 
cessing of Federal in¬ 
come tax returns can be 


avoided if taxpayers used 
the labels aiid envelopes 
that accompany their tax 
packages. The peel-off 
label, which contains the 
taxpayer’s name, address 
and social security num¬ 
ber is designed td ex-' 
pedite processing at the 
Internal Revenue Service 
Center. 

A common miscon¬ 
ception is that using the 
peel-off address label 
will trigger an audit. Ac¬ 
tually, the coding on the 


label identifies the tax¬ 
payer and the kind of 
forms contained in the 
individual’s tax package. 
It does not in any way 
provide information to 
trigger an audit.

I’m the 
people of Sierra Madre.” 

Sandra Kelly demanded, “I’m told the city is 
.sitting on a $6 million surplus. If there is a surplus 
I think you can find a way to meet the raise . . .* 
Everyone is for it. No one is against it.” 

In the hall later, Abernethy was heard to say, 

“They (the council) move money around.” 

Although the mayor invited the crowd to stay 
for the budget meeting, the chambers quickly 
emptied. Most of the points brought up appeared 
in last week’s edition of The News and there will 
be more discussion next Tuesday at 6 p.m. for any¬ 
one who wishes to attend the adjourned public 
meeting. 

The council, silting as the CRA, allowed 
the library $6817 to improve the excavated crawl 
space that is dirt flooring and dirt-lined walls.

The BoardPof Directors of Sanitation District No. 15 
of Los Angeles County will hold a public hearing on 
February 26. 1986, al 2:00 p.m., in the Dfslricts’ Board 
Room at the Joint Administration Office, 1955 Work¬ 
man Mill Road, Whittier. The purpose of this hearing 
is to discuss a Service Charge Report that was filed with 
the District Clerk on January 22, 1986 and whether the 
proposed service charge should continue to be collected 
on the 1986-87 properly tax bill for parcels of properly 
located within Sanitation District No. 15. The boundaries 
of Sanitation District No. 15 are shown below. At the 
hearing, the Board will receive any objections, corrections, 
or protests. 

The Sanitation District provides wastewater collection, 
treatment, and disposal services for the areas shown on 
the map.
